careful study is made of the relative 
value of different mediums. In placing 


advertising in weekly or daily papers 
their 
circulation 
is what fixes the 


value of the publicity and every well 
trained advertising 
man w ill insist 
that the price paid for the advertis­ 


ing correspond to the number of pa­ 


pers circulated. 
“ In the sm aller cities and 
towns 


many of the merchants have not yet 
learned 
the 
advertising 
business. 


They recognize the value of advertis­ 


ing. but to them a paper is a paper 
and they are constantly being worked 
into paying rates far beyond w hat the 


circulation warrants. 
* "W e know of one newspaper man in 
this county who continued to collect , 
for advertising in Riverside, render­ 
ing bills and receipting them, for sev­ 


eral months after his paper w as dead. 
That is an extreme case, but it shows 


how little 
attention some men pay 
to their advertising and how easy it 


is to hand them a gold brick. 
“ Some man w ill start a little w eekly 


and print perhaps a hundred copies; 
he has no established circulation and 


only a handful of readers. 
A nd yet 
there are merchants 
who 
w ill pay 
a publication of that transient char­ 


acter as high a rate as they w ill an 
established country weekly, represent­ 


ing a good field and having several 
hundred subscribers. 
And they will 


pay a daily paper with a little over 
2,000 circulation as high a rate as one 


with nearly 4.000 circulation. 
"They would be indignant if they

papers when one has twice the circu­ 


lation of the other.” 


THE SHERIFFS AND THEIR 
PETTY GRAFT 


The sheriffs of California are report­ 


ed to have resolved to resist the ef­ 


forts to be made by the State Lunacy 
Commission» and the State Board of 
Exam iners, to relieve their offices from 


the task of taking patients from the 
counties 
where adjudged 
insane to 


the asylum s where committed. 
Re­ 
port also has it that if the reform is 
persisted in the State Lunacy Commis­ 


sion itself m ay be abolished. 
Heretofore the sheriffs of the state, 


or those who speak 
in their name, 
have put up a stiff bluff in defense of 
their petty graft and a stiff bluff has 
served the purpose. 
The reformers 


have been too timid to put an end to 
a system that is a disgrace to Califor-, 
nia. 
The present system is indefens­ 


ible except on the ground that there 


is a pety graft in it. 
This graft does not so m uch go to 
the sheriffs as to the political odd-jobs 
men who hang around sheriffs offices 


waiting for a chance to turn a little 
easy m oney now and again and if, in 
doing so, they can contrive to get pay 
for a carriage they do not hire, or 


work in a charge of a dollar for a meal 
that cost them 
two-bits, 
they are 
doubly elated. 
To them it is of no con­ 
sequence that they know nothing of 
how to handle 
insane 
persons, that 
they treat 
them 
like w ild animals 


when they are merely sick people, sick 
with the most pathetic of all forms of 
illness, and needing to be handled with 
tenderest care, by persons especially 


trained to that work. 
There is scarcely a self-respecting 


state in the Union that has not put an 
end to this iniquity and if the Lunacy 
Commission does not fight the sheriffs 


like k illin g snakes it is because its 
moral courage is overm astered by its 
political cowardice. 
T hat has been 
the 
trouble 
heretofore.— California
